Publishing sources have figured 
consumption of newsprint is about 
6.5 per cent above 1949 and pro- 
duction has gained only 2.8 por 
éent. This means digging into 
stocks for the difference and 


_ stocks are’dwindling. 


Florida may play an important 
part in helping to relieve this 
newsprint sortage and at the 
same time give this state another 
big industry. 

News came out of Clewiston the 
other day that a new and success- 
ful process had been developed for 
the manufacture of a good ‘grade 
of newsprint from sugar bagasss, 
waste from the cane after the 
juice has been extracted. 

It was stated by Harry T. 
Vaughn. general manager of the 
United States Sugar Corporation, 
Clewiston, that a Cuban engineer, 
Joaquin J. de la Roza, has per- 
fected the new process and heads a 
corporation that plans construc- 
tion of a $15,000,000 paper mill at 
Clewiston. 

According to de la Roza, the 
new process is less expensive, the 
raw material more abundant and 
the quality of paper produced com- 
parable with ‘newsprint made from 
wood pulp. 

He points out that utilizing the | 
waste of sugar cane preserves the 
forests and wild life and aids soil 
conservation and water supply be 
cause there is no problem of de- 
foresting tb obtain raw materials.

No definite date for ground 
breaking has ‘been set but de la 
Roza said that the new plant can 
be in operation in 18 months if 
suitable priorities for construction 
are obtained.

Corporation was set up and in- 
corporated in Florida to manufact- 
ure catalogue, book and other 
papers and cellulose products from 
bagasse ag well as newsprint; but 
it is understood that newsprint is 
the first goal. 

The establishment of this gigan- 
tic new industry will mean mucan 
to Florida for it will give employ- 
ment to additional thousands of 
workers and will support business 
and industry throughout the area.
